both the silver and the gold money 
remained 
in 
circulation 
in 
this 
country for the first 
time in its 
history . 


Prior to that time, the only silver 
money coined by the United States 
which remained in circulation 
this 
country 
was 
the 
subsidiary 
coins, and they remained because 
they conta ined less silver than their 
nomina l value. 
Other na tions had similar trouble 
while they a ttempted to mainta in 
free and unlimited coina g e of the 
two metals. 
So, gradually , they 
cha ng ed their methods and took to 
buy ing silver and coining it on g ov­ 
ernment a ccount, just as the United 
States now does. 
They have not 
cea sed using silver as 
money or 
adding to their stock of it.

contrary , 
the silver money of the
